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REMARKS 

Claims 1 through 35 are currently pending in the application and subject to an Election of 
Species Requirement. 

Applicants previously elected the species Ci 6 -C 2 4 fatty acid esters as the hydrophobic 
agent; poly(lactide-co-glycolic) acid as the polymer; proteins as the active agent; and alkyl esters 
of benzoic acid as the solvent. The Examiner has identified the following additional species:
